This week in Washington there 
are many movies that should be seen, 
notably "Chang,” a truly thrilling 
and unique drama and scenic about 
the people^ jungles and animals of 
Slam.

of farming, there was originally a 
difference in the richness of the "soil

The main live track, Inventoried 
since 1914 by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission covers two hundred and 
fifty thoufcan<} miles, The total Arack 
mileage, incliiding the main line, is 
four hundred and fifty thousand miles.
